States embraced Greenland within its 
hemisphere defense system Thurs- 
day under an agreement permitting 
establishment of air bases and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said it was proposed 
to make sure the big island would re- 
main a Danish colony. 


The chief executive said in a for- 


mal statement that the present step 
which in effect brings Greenland un- 
der the protection of this govern- 
ment, "is a new proof of our con- 
tinuing friendliness to Denmark."

Story of Balkans 
Extended in .i 
1941 Terms 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON - 
Thqre is one 


thing 
about 
Washington—practical- 


ly nothing can happen anywhere in 
the 
world but 
that you 
can 
find I 


someone here who knows intimately; 
the facts and legends and people and; 
countries involved, 


I don't mean at the embassies eith- 


er. Stiff formality, the demands of| 
diplomacy, make them, for the most 
part, a pretty poor source of anything 
but official pronouncements. I mean 
people who have lived there or were 
born there and now live here, grind- 
ing their own axes and not those of 
some foreign land. 


That is why, when the eyes of the 


world turned on Yugoslavia, I went 
over to the bus terminal which (ne- 
ver used as such) now houses the 


, makeshift offices of the Department 


of Justice's alien registration division 
and 1 oked up Donald R. Perry, the 
acting director. 


Periy is u product of the Wharton 


piadi'ate school ut the University of; 
1-tnnsylvania, He is un economist and 
expert un finance. For eight years! 
before 
coming to Washington last' 


summer he was state director of fin- 
ance for Pennsylvania. You wouldn't 
think on the face of it that Donald 
Perry would know all about what 
seme-one described as the Balkans 
crazy-quilt kingdom and land of un- 
pronounceable names, But 
a little 


more than 20 years ago, Perry's name 
wasn't Perry. He wasn't an American 
and he was fresh from three years 
and seven months of bitter fighting 
In the gullant little army of his na- 
tive Serbia. 


An Epic in Blood 


"Their history is not just history," 


he says. "It is an epic written in blood. 
For centuries they have striven to 
maintain freedom, independence and 
the democratic spirit. The 
Serbian 


peasants have an oft-repeated saying, 
'I would rather go to my grave than 
become a slave,' and they mean it." 


As the story of the Balkans is ex- 


tended in 1941 terms, it might be clari- 
fied a little by remembering some pf 
things that 'Perry has to say. 


In the first place, you are going to 


lead much 
of the Yugoslavian or 


Serbian' peasants. Perhaps 
nowhere 


else in the world does the word pe^- 
sant (selyak) have the same mean- 
ing. There it is a title to be proud 
of. Eighty-three per cent of the en- 
tiie population are peasants and there 
is no nobility. It is the one country 
in Europe that boasts of a ruling 
peasant dynasty. 


Point No. 2 Yugoslavia really is a 


patchwork 
kingdom, made 
up 
of 


' Serbs; Croats, Slovenes, Montengrans, 


I Bosnians and even others. Their main 
points of difference, Perry says, are 


concerned ..with who's going' to "be 
sheriff and who deputy sheriff—and 
the difference of religion. Part of the 
population is Greek 
Orthodox anc 


part Roman Catholic. In the 
fina 


analysis, 
Perry 
doesn't 
think 
that 


these diferences within will split the 
country. 


On a Busy Highway 


In the third instance, Yugoslavia 


is on the Balkan peninsula which 
is "the land bridge between Europe 
and Asia." It has been the main high- 
way of the armies of Alexander the 
Great, Attila the Hun, Ghengis Khan, 
Ihe Turkr and the Crusaders. Bismark 
said that no one could control Eu- 
rope or the world without control- 
ling this land-bridge. Perry calls that 
"Bismnrk's Symphony in 5-B Major

That case began 
What could Uncle Sam offer? Uncle 
Jam looked around. Goodness knows, 
\e did have land. West of the Mlssls- 
ippi there was more land than any 
one ever had dreamed of. 


So the "biggest real estate deal 


since the Louisiana Purchase" was 
soon in progress. It involved vast land 
grants on one hand, agreemnt to com- 
jlete vast railroad systems on .the 
other. When the history - of this era 
s fully written, it will: fill volumes, 
for 21,500 miles of high iron, the 
Jnited States gave away 158 million 
acres of land. That was about the 
equivalent of all the Atlantic seaboard 
states from Maine to Florida, in- 
clusive. In addition, Uncle Sam had 
he privilege on all of these lines: of 
shiping freight at half the established 
rate. Also, all government employes 
were to' travel on half fare. 


Texas Was Excluded 


'.This, mind you, was on practically 
all railroads operating west of the 
Vlississippi, exclusive of the Texas 
mileage. When Texas came into the 
Union,; it retained state domain over 
all its lands. Outside, Texas, the .rail- 
roads could have almost anything they 
asked for—if they • completed a. line. 
Seventy-five of them did. 


For a long time it was monderful, 


Railroads had gold and silver mines, 
farm lands, cattle and sheep acres 
They built towns and cities—and sole 
lots. It was the-era that brought the 
Harriman and Hill ' fortimes and: a 
hundreds others.

The railroaas ran out of land that 


was worth one hoot an acre and they 
were saddled with the agreement to 
carry government freight arid person- 
nel at half price.

Government agents, acting 
for engineers and contractors, bought 
trainloads of cement, machinery, steel, 
lumber, and sand—and all of it went 
to destination at half-rate.

and order finally being handed down 
just before Christmas. Then follow- 
ed nearly two years of wrangling, 
ending in a new decision in August, 
1939, and the N. L. R. B. petition to 
sixth Circuit Court of Appeals, a 
months later, to enforce the order. 


The court handed down its decis- 


ion in October, upholding the Labor 
Board, whereupon the company took 
the case to the Supreme Court. It 
was only on Feb. 10 this year that 
the Supreme Court denied the writ 
of ccrtiorari, in effect confirming the 
lower court's decision. 


The Ford company, in compliance 


with court order, began to work but 
back pay for rehiring of men dis- 
charged for union; activity, but that 
by no means settled the problem. On 
Feb. 18 the C. I. O. United Auto- 
mobile Workers filed a new petition 
with the board, charging the Ford 
company with new violations of the 
National Labor Relations act at Lin- 
coln, River Rouge and Highland Park 
plants. 


Speeding up its slow motion pro- 


cedure as a defense measure, the La- 
bor Board held hearings March 24- 
26. Oral arguments were moved up 
to April 5, and if they can be con- 
cluded and the board decision hand- 
ed down in reasonable time, N. L. R. 
B. will have demonstrated what it can 
do to speed up the defense . effort 
by handling a major industry case 
within two months or so. That is, 
unless the lawyers get to work oti 
the case and stretch it out into an-' 
other four year marathon argument.
